To the Senate and Souse of Representa- 


tives: • 
In the Executive message of December 


G, 1809, to Congress, the importance- of 
taking steps to revive our decaying mer- 
chant marine was urged, and a special 
message promised at a future day during 
the present session, recommending more 
specifically plans to accomplish this re- 
sult. Now that the committee of the 
House of Represontatiresj entrusted with 
the labor of ascertaining the cause of the 
decline of American commerce, has com- 
pleted it3 work, and submitted a report to 
the legislative branch of the Govern- 
ment, I deem this a fitting time to execute 
that promise. The very able, calm and 
exhaustive report of the committee points 
out tho gra%-e wrongs which have pro- 
dnced the decline in our commerce. -It is 
a national humiliation that we are no\v 
compelled to pay from twenty to thirty 
millions of ^dollars annually, esclusivo of 
passage money, which wo should share 
•with other nations, to foreigners, for do- 
ing work which should 
be done by 


American-owned and American-manned 
vessels. 
Thig is "a direct drain up- j 


on the resources of tho country of jnst so ' 
much money, equal to easting it into th^ 
sea, so far as the nation is concerned. A. 
nation of the vast and ever increasing in- 
terior resouces of the United StatesT ex- 
tending as is does" from one to the other 
great oceans of the world, with an indus- 
trious, intelligent, and energetic popula- 
tion, must ono day possess its full ahure of 
the commerce of these ocea.ua, no matter 
what the cost. -Delay will only increase 
this i»9t, and enhance the difficulty of at- 
taining the result. I, therefore, put in 
the earnest plea for early action in this 
matter, in a way to secure the increase oj 
American commerce. -The advanced pe- 
riod of tlie year, and^ the fuci- that no eon- 
;raot for shipbuilding will probably be en- 
tered into until the question is settled by 
Congress, and thefurther fact thafcTf there 
should be much delay, all large vessels 
contracted for this year will fail of coin- 
Motion before winter sets in, and will, 
Jerefore, bo carried over for another year]
